Update on Baby Gus waaea 


Gus had a stable day yesterday and a decent 
night. We've had some line issues (nothing 
new there) but everything else has been 

. steady. The big update for today: we are 
going back to IR this afternoon for a second 
attempt at embolizing the thoracic duct during 
a lymphangiogram. We hope and pray this 
second attempt will provide even more precise imaging on 
the area of concern and that today's attempt to embolize the 
duct will prove successful. We truly hope and desire to avoid 
more invasive procedures such as a surgical duct ligation, 
but we are praying for the Lord's will to be done. 


We anticipate going back home and having his medical team 
there conduct the ligation if it is necessary (as his surgeons 
know him best). He'll go to interventional radiology for the 
lymphangiogram later this afternoon (around 2 pm). He'll 
also get a PICC replacement since one of his was 
compromised this morning. Please pray with us that Gus will 
remain stable as he did on Wednesday and that the 
procedure would provide an effective treatment for his 
Chylothorax issue.
